The  provisional  figures  for  the  1961  census  show  that  Rawtenstall 9  s 
population  is  now  23^869  which  is  very  nearly  identical  with  the  Registrar 
General1  s  estimated  population  of  23^970®  There  has  been  a  6%  decrease 
of  the  population  since  the  previous  census.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  was 
16*5  per  1,000  compared  with  the  nati#nal  rate  ®f  17®1  and  the  adjusted 
death  rate  was  13® 7  per  1*000  compared  with  the  national  rate  of  11  05<> 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  32«1  per  1*000  live  births  which  is 
considerably  above  the  national  rate  ©f  21 0 7.  A  five  year  average  f©r 
the  district  gives  a  figure  ©f  21 0  6  infant  deaths  per  1*000  live  births* 

Again  there  were  n©  maternal  deaths* 

Epidemic  disease  consisted  principally  ©f  measles*  N©  deaths  were 
attributed  t®  notifiable  diseases  apart  fr©m  tuberculosis  which  caused 

~;-w©  deaths* 

Milk  supplies  were  satisfactory  but  it  is  emphasised  that  heat  treated 
milk  is  the  ©nly  milk  which  can  be  guaranteed  to  be  free  from  disease- 
producing  organisms*  All  samples  @f  tuberculin  tested  milk  were  found  t© 
be  free  from  tuberculosis*  but  this  milk  is  not  necessarily  free  from 
other  organisms  which  can  produce  disease* 

Water  supplies  during  the  year  were  satisfactory*  and  arrangements 
have  been  made  by  the  Irwell  Valley  Water  Board  to  avoid  a  shortage  ©f 
supply  during  dry  spells*  by  drawing  from  the  Manchester  Corporation  supplies* 

Continued  progress  has  been  made  in  clearing  ©Id  and  worn  out  houses 
and  a  very  big  -scheme  is  under  way  in  dealing  with  the  village  of  Newchurch* 

N©  smoke  control  areas  have  yet  been  proposed  but  there  has  been  a 
continued  improvement  in  industrial  boiler  plant  with  a  reduction  in  the 
amount  of  smoke  produced*

The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the  following  local  health 
services  which  are  administered  under  the  Divisional  Health  Service 
Schemes-  Ambulance,  District  Nursing,  Midwifery  and  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Services*, 

The  following  matters  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Borough  Council? 
control  of  infectious  disease,  provision  of  suitable  water  supplies, 
control  of  cleansing  and  disposal  of  refuse,  inspection  of  all  food  and 
food  preparing  premises  including  the  inspection  of  all  meat  carcases  at 
private  slaughterhouses,  sampling  of  food  stuffs  (milk,  ice  cream,  etc) 
for  bacteriological  examination,  sanitary  accommodation  to  houses*, 
factories,  shops  and  other  premises,  inspection  of  houses  with  regard  to 
fitness  for  human  habitation,  statutory  nuisances,  rodent  control, 
offensive  trades,  smoke  abatement  and  many  other  matters  concerned  with 
environment al  health * 

Hospital  facilities  are  now  under  the  Regional  Board  and  Management 
Committees  and  patients  are  admitted  without  regard  to  local  boundaries*, 

The  examination  of  pathological  specimens  and  milk  and  water  samples 
is  undertaken  without  charge,  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Monsall 
Hospital,  Manchester*,

TUBERCULOSIS 


There  were  21  new  cases  ®f  pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified  and  2 
new  oases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis.  Enquiries  are  made  in  every 
case  about  the  source  of  infection  and  family  and  other  close  contacts 
of  the  patient  are  examined. 


During  the  year  22  new  cases  and  79  contacts  ©f  these  cases  were 
visited.  In  addition,  798  re-visits  were  paid  t©  existing  cases  and  109 
re-visits  t©  contacts  of  these  cases.  Where  desirable,  Sanatorium  or 
Hospital  treatment  is  arranged  for  after  consultation  between  the 
Tuberculosis  Officer  and  the  Medical  Practitioners  concerned. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  1  85  cases  of  tuberculosis 
on  the  register,  23  cases  were  added  and  21  cases  taken  off  the 
register,  leaving  a  total  of  187  cases  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  The  following  table  gives  an  analysis  of  the  cases  ®n  the  register

SECTION  D 


SANXTAHf  CIBCUM5TANCES 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee, 

Mr0  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Fourteenth  Annual  Report  on  local 
matters  concerning  environmental  health.  This  introductory  letter  attempts 
to  highlight  the  principal  events  of  the  year,  statistical  information 
with  brief  comment  is  set  out  under  the  respective  headings  later  in  the 
Report . 

Considerable  time  was  devoted  to  the  work  entailed  in  the  clearance 
proposals  for  the  Newehurch  area.  In  the  early  part  of  the  year  the 
Committee  approved  in  principle  recommendations  following  detailed 
inspections  of  1  65  houses  contained  in  31  blocks  of  property  in  the  Upper 
Newehurch  Area,  These  were  located  to  the  north  and  south  of  Church 
Street,  Newehurch,  together  with  the  first  block  of  property  in  Turnpike 
below  Naze  Road,  It  was  recommended  that  1  8  blocks  of  this  property 
containing  114  houses  should  be  included  in  Clearance  or  Compulsory 
Purchase  Orders,  Of  these,  94  houses  were  considered  unfit  for  human 
habitation;  11  houses  were  included  by  reason  of  their  bad  arrangement 
only;  and  nine  houses  were  surrounded  by  or  adjoining  clearance  areas 
and  their  demolition  earned  necessary  for  re-development  purposes. 

Later  in  the  year,  follow! rg  inspection  of  property  in  the  Lower  Newehurch 
district,  a  further  report  was  submitted  and  recommendations  made 
concerning  45  houses  of  which  l$2  houses  were  considered  to  be  unfit  and 
three  houses  were  included  by  reason  of  their  bad  arrangement  only. 

Owing  to  re-development  possibilities  of  the  Lower  Newehurch  areas  it 
appeared  advisable  to  integrate  both  schemes.  Representations  to  cover 
these  properties  were  submitted  in  January,  1961.  The  whole  Newehurch 
scheme  therefore  is  a  major  slum  clearance  project  for  a  town  the  size 
of  Rawtenstall,  and  is  probably  the  largest  scheme  it  will  have  to  deal 
with  during  its  slum  clearance  proposals*  In  total  159  houses  will  be 
cleared  if  the  various  Orders  are  confirmed  by  the  Minister,  and  of  these 
117  are  shown  on  the  1847  Ordnag&caMap  for  Rawtenstall,  many  containing 
interesting  features  of  by-gone  days®  It  has  been  said  that  the  history 
of  Newehurch  is  largely  the  history  of  Rossendale  for  a  long  number  of 
years  and  many  will  feel  sad  at  the  passing  of  this  old  world  village0 
Unfortunately  most  of  its  former  charm  has  disappeared  and  an  ever 
increasing  number  of  houses  have  become  vacant  and  derelict®  In  fact, 
when  surveyed,  there  were  some  25  houses  in  the  areas  which  had  been 
compulsorily  or  voluntarily  closed. 
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Another  feature  of  i960  was  the  preparation  of,  and  submission  to 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture^  Fisheries  and  Food  of  the  Slaughterhouse 
Report*  The  Council  was  required  to  review  andf  after  consultation  with 
interested  organisations ,  to  report  to  the  Minister  on  the  present  and 
future  slaughtering  facilities  for  the  Boroughe  Prior  to  1939  there  were 
21  slaughterhouses  licensed*  In  1954s  when  meat  and  livestock  were 
decontrolled^  1  2  applications  were  received  and  six  granted  after  works 
of  improvement*  At  the  present  time  four  slaughterhouses  are  licensed^ 
two  of  the  original  six  licensed  slaughterhouses  have  not  been  used  for 
some  time*  The  occupiers  of  all  four  slaughterhouses  indicated  their 
intention  to  bring  their  premises  up  to  the  standard  prescribed  by  the 
new  construction  regulations,,  which  will  operate  in  the  main  from  an 
appointed  day  to  be  fixed  by  the  Minister*  The  standards  required  are 
far  higher  than  those  which  appurtained  in  the  past  and  substantial 
reconstruction  of  three  of  the  four  slaughterhouses  will  be  required* 

At  one  of  the  slaughterhouses ?  although  erected  in  1955  to  a  standard 
similar  to  the  new  requirement  s ,  it  is  proposed  to  enlarge  the  premises 
to  provide  increased,  hanging  space  and  cooling  facilities*  Consultation 
with  the  various  organisations  revealed  general  agreement  with  the 
adequacy  of  the  proposed  slaughterhouse  facilities,,  At  the  time  of 
writing  this  Report  decision  of  the  Minister  was  being  await ed9 

Planning  permission  was  received  during  the  year  to  develop 
approximately  seven  acres  of  land  on  the  westerly  side  of  Meadow  Head  Tip0 
At  the  end  of  the  year  negotiations  were  in  hand  to  acquire  the  land  on 
lease*  The  existing  tip  area  is  approaching  the  finished  level  of  the 
proposed  playing  field  and  the  proposal  is  to  extend  the  tip  on  the  same 
level  across  to  the  west  side  of  the  valleye  When  completed  it  is  proposed 
to  restore  the  land  back  to  agricultural  mse  which  will  be  easier  to  work 
than  the  present  site  and  generally  improve  the  contours  of  the  area*  It 
is  expected  that  the  site  will  provide  tipping  facilities  for  approximately 
15  years  and  the  scheme  of  controlled  tipping  will  be  subject  to  the 
conditions  imposed  by  the  planning  authorities,, 

I  again  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  recording  my  thanks  t© 
members  of  the  Health  and  other  Committees  for  their  encouragement  and 
support 5  and  also  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  other  Chief  Officers 
and  their  staffs  for  their  whole-hearted  go- operation^ 

With  pleasure  I  again  record  the  conscientious  and  unstinting  service 
given  by  a  very  capable  and  loyal  staff  and  body  of  employees 9  to  whom  I

WATER  SURELY 


With  the  exception  of  99  houses  in  the  Cowpe  district,  which  are 
supplied  from  mains  provided  and  maintained  by  the  Bacup  Corporation,  the 
public  water  supply  to  8,220  houses  in  the  Borough  is  furnished  by  the 
Irwell  Talley  Water  Board 0  The  remaining  979  houses  are  supplied  from 
private  sources,  the  water  being  piped  into  the  houses  in  all  Ibmi  four 
instances •  Seventy- four  new  houses  and  three  existing  houses  were 
connected  to  the  public  supply  during  the  yearQ 

1.  PUBLIC  SUPPLY 

Upland  surface  reservoirs  at  Clowbridge,  Greenfold  and  Clough  Bottom, 
all  of  which  are  chlorinated  and  filtered,  provide  the  source  for  the  main 
public  supply*  Owing  to  certain  waters  being  derived  from  peaty  moorlands 
there  is  a  liability  to  plumb©- solvency  and  the  water  is  lime  treated  to 
overcome  this*  1  37  examinations  for  plumbo- solvency  were  made  and  found 
to  be  mainly  satisfactory*  The  Water  Board  also  reports  that  satisfactory 
results  were  obtained  from  183  bacteriological  and  40  chemical  examinations 
carried  out  during  the  ye ar0 

As  a  further  ©©ntrol  measure  three  samples  of  water  were  sent  by  the 
department  for  bacteriological  examination  and  found  to  be  satisfactory* 

2a  PELTATE  SUPPLIES

Briefly  the  position  at  the  end  of  1  960  was  that  out  of  an  original 
1,896  houses  which  were  served  by  private  supply,  in  areas  where  conversion 
schemes  were  reasonably  practicable,  777  houses  remained  outstanding, 
which  includes  413  houses  connected  to  the  now  chlorinated  private  supply* 
In  the  event  of  this  supply  maintaining  a  constantly  wholesome  standard 
and  having  regard  to  houses  scheduled  in  proposed  clearance  areas  the 
balance  of  outstanding  houses  is  233®  All  the  outstanding  large  supplies 
have  now  been  dealt  with  and  the  remaining  properties  are  scattered  over 
a  comparatively  large  number  of  small  supplies*  Eight  samples  were 
collected  for  bacteriological  examination,  five  of  which  were  found  t© 
be  unsatisfactory* 
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DRAINAGE  AM)  SEWERAGE 


The  sewerage  scheme  is  on  the  separate  system®  The  sewage  disposal 
plant  is  situated  in  the  neighbouring  town  of  Ha  sling  den  and  is  controlled 
by  the  Haslingden,  R&wt enstall  and  Bacup  Outfall  Sewage  Board .  Treatment 
is  by  precipitation  and  filtration® 

Eighty-three  new  houses  and  nine  existing  houses  have  been  connected 
to  the  sewerage  system  during  the  year  and  this  is  the  total  extent  of 
new  work  undertaken.  Three  hundred  and  five  houses,  are  not  connected 
to  the  sewerage  system  but  the  majority  of  these  are  outlying  farms  and 
cottages  not  connected  by  reason  of  their  isolation®  Nine  houses  were 
connected  to  a  newly  installed  septic  tank  filter  system..,  where  the 
estimated  cost  of  sewer  extension  proved  prohibitive® 

There  were  526  inspections  made  in  connection  with  drainage  defects 
and  452  complaint s  of  blocked  drains  and  closets  were  dealt  with  by  the 
Department  during  the  year.  The  employment  of  a  man  for  the  prompt  release 
of  blocked  drains  provides  a  valuable  service  and  complaints  are  normally 
dealt  with  within  24  hours  of  receipt® 

RISERS  AND  STREAMS 


The  Rivers  Irwell*  Limy  Water  and  Whitewell  Brook  are  polluted  by 
industrial  premises  in  the  area  and  improvement  in  this  matter  is  one  of 
the  chief  sanitary  requirements  in  this  district *  although  in  recent  years 
the  last  mentioned  stream  has  been  appreciably  improved  and  fishing  takes 
place  over  an  appreciable  length® 

The  most  offensive  section  of  river  is  the  Limy  Water  with  an 
estimated  dry  weather  flow  of  no  more  than  %  million  gallons  per  day® 

When  it  is  considered  that  the  daily  effluent  from  the  two  largest  works 
on  the  banks  is  2  million  gallons  it  can  be  seen  that  the  stream  is 
practically  made  up  of  trade  waste  during  periods  of  drought® 
Representatives  of  the  Council  and  officials  met  representatives  of  the 
Mersey  Rivers  Board  during  the  year  to  discuss  the  problems  of  pollution 
from  one  particular  works  in  the  area®  Samples  of  effluent  taken  during 
the  year  had  established  that  it  was  not  suitable  for  taking  into  the 
sewers®  In  order  to  improve  the  rate  of  flow  of  the  Limy  Water  at  Tup 
Bridge  proposals  were  made  to  remove  silt  and  debris® 

Contact  was  made  on  a  number  of  other  occasions  during  the  year  with 
the  Mersey  Rivers  Board*  and  the  fullest  co-operation  was  obtained  from 
the  officers  concerned®  The  area  of  the  Board  is  based  on  the  natural 
drainage  areas  of  rivers  and  streams  which  ultimately  feed  the  River  Mersey®

Satisfactory  progress  continues  to  be  made  in  converting  or  abolishing 
the  insanitary  waste  water  closet  which  for  so  long  has  been  a  feature  of 
the  town1  s  sanitary  accommodation®  115  conversions  were  carried  out,  62 
through  the  Council *  s  scheme  of  contribution  whereby  £10  is  granted  for 
each  waste  water  closet  converted  and  53  By  way  of  discretionary  or  standard 
grants®  There  still  remains  however,  approximately  2,000  waste  water 
closets  in  existence  in  the  town  although  many  of  these  are  associated 
with  property  which  will  ultimately  be  demolishedG  A  survey  is  at  present 
under  progress  to  ascertain  the  number  remaining  at  property  which  has  a 
reasonable  life.  One  would  like  to  see  a  drive  to  remove  all  this  type 
of  accommodation  with  statutory  enforcement  if  necessary,  on  similar  lines 
to  that  applied  to  the  conversion  of  private  water  supply  schemes 0 

Since  the  Council's  scheme  was  instituted  in  May,  1952,  applications 
have  been  approved  for  the  conversion  of  47  pail  closets  and  9^3  waste 
water  closets.  Grants  approved  total  £907  11s  ?d  in  respect  of  pails  and 
£9,290  7s  6d  in  respect  of  waste  water  closets0 

There  still  remains  249  pail  closets  in  the  Borough,  1  34  which 
are  emptied  by  the  department  by  a  weekly  collection,  the  remaining  115 
pails  are  situated  at  farms  too  remote  and  inaccessible  for  emptying 
purposes®  During  the  year  15  pail  closets  serving  17  houses  were 
converted  to  fresh  water  closets®  Eight  conversions  were  carried  out 
under  the  Council’s  scheme  of  contribution  which  provides  for  the  payment 
of  one  half  of  the  cost  and  seven  were  converted  by  way  of  discretionary 
or  standard  grants.  Since  1952,  91  pail  closets  have  been  abolished 
either  by  way  of  grant  schemes  or  housing  action®

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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

Further  works  of  .improvement  were  carried  out  or  were  in  hand  at 
the  end  of  1  960  to  reduce  the  level  of  industrial  pollution*  The  major 
alterations  carried  out  were  in  connection  with  the  conversion  of  seven 
Lancashire  boilers  from  coal  to  oil  firing  by  one  firm,  whilst  a  scheme 
of  electrification  at  another  works  operating  four  oil  fired  boilers 
reduced  oil  consumption  and  necessitated  the  operation  of  only  two 
boilers*  One  firm  at  the  end  of  the  year  proposed  in  1 961  to  convert 
two  hand  fired  Lancashire  boilers  to  oil  fixing,  whilst  three  firms  had 
works  in  hand  to  instal  chain  grate  stokers*  The  overall  effect  of  all 
these  improvements  should  reduce  the  amount  of  smoke  in  the  atmosphere 
from  industrial  sources*

The  authority  is  a  member  of  the  South  East  Lancashire  and  North 
Cheshire  Consultative  Committee  for  the  Investigation  of  Atmospheric 
Pollution,  There  are  25  local  authorities  participating  in  the  scheme 
which  during  the  year  has  re-organised  its  financial  arrangements  of 
charge  to  the  various  authorities,  increased  the  number  of  volumetric 
instruments  capable  of  measuring  amounts  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  in 
the  atmosphere  and  reduced  the  number  of  lead  peroxide  instruments,  The 
revised  system  of  allocating  expenditure  amongst  each  authority  provides 
for  administrative  and  capital  costs  including  purchase  of  instruments 
to  be  allocated  according  to  rateable  value.  The  remainder  of  the 
expenditure  covering  the  operating  costs  is  apportioned  according  to  the 
type  of  instrument  in  operation*  During  the  year  this  authority  dispensed 
with  the  operation  of  the  two  lead  peroxide  instruments  and  installed  an 
additional  volumetric  instrument,  making  two  in  all.

as  there  is  insufficient  information  for  a  true  comparison  to  be  made©

It  will  be  observed  how  the  degree  of  pollution  varies  between  the 
summer  and  winter  months.  The  monthly  cycle  of  pollution  being  influenced 
by  temperature  out  of  doors  and  the  amount  of  fuel  being  burnt©  Other 
meteorological  conditions  which  it  was  possible  to  demonstrate  influenced 
degrees  of  pollution  were  the  kind  of  weather^  the  wind  direction  and  the 
wind  velocity©  The  highest  degree  of  pollution  occurred  during  the  eight 
recorded  days  'when  fog  occurred©  The  amount  of  smoke  recorded  during 
the  worst  day  of  fog  was  five  times  higher  than  the  yearly  average^ 
whilst  the  concentration  of  sulphur  dioxide  trebled©  Higher  than  average 
figures  also  occurred  when  heavy  cloud  and  overcast  conditions  occurred© 
Rain  fell  on  180  days  of  the  year.  On  104  days  of  the  year  the  south 


west  wind  prevailed  compared  with  110  days  last  year0  The  appreciable 
preponderance  of  the  south  westerly  wind  coupled  with  the  degree  of 
pollution  from  that  quarter  provided  good  evidence  to  substantiate  the 
opinion  that  smoke  control  areas  should  be  commenced  in  that  part  of 
the  town6  So  far  as  wind  velocity  is  concerned,  levels  ©f  smoke  and 
sulphur  dioxide  concentration  lessened  as  wind  velocities  increased® 

The  highest  figures  were  recorded  on  34  days  during  which  little  air 
movement  was  recorded a 

Monthly  reports  on  the  whole  of  this  work  are  forwarded  to  the 
Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research,  Warren  Spring  Laboratory* 
Stevenage,  and  valuable  comparisons  with  other  areas  are  provided,  whilst 
a  monthly  summary  is  issued  for  all  recording  stations  in  the  count ryG 
The  results  are  also  forwarded  to  the  Technical  Officer  of  the  Consultative 
Committee  previously  referred  to,  and  the  participating  authorities 
regularly  examine  and  discuss  the  significance  of  the  results  of  their 
readings  as  wall  as  discuss  the  various  problems  associate!  with  smoke 
control  in  the  industrial  and  domestic  fields 0

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 


New  legislation  came  into  operation  during  the  year  to  control 
caravan  sites*  The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  i960, 
which  brought  into  force  a  new  licensing  system  for  caravans ,  has  two 
objects 

(i)  to  control  the  location  of  caravan  sites  by  seeking  appropriate 
planning  permission 

(ii)  to  improve  conditions  on  sites  by  requiring  good  standards  of  layout ^

The  operation  of  a  Hydraulic  Loading  Shovel  continued  to  give  every 
satisfaction  and  enabled  controlled  tipping  to  be  carried  on  in  the  truest 
sense o  The  shovel  acting  as  a  doaer  levels  the  tipped  refuse*  consolidates 
and  covers  adequately  by  utilising  the  material  from  the  old  tip®  The 
old  tipped  material  forms  an  effective  covering  material*  the  refuse 
having  broken  down  into  an  innocuous  ash  like  material  0  No  refuse  Is 
exposed  longer  than  24  hours  and  there  is  complete  coverage  of  the  tip 
for  each  week- end 0  The  effective  and  prompt  sealing  reduced  the  risk  of

The  above  figure  of  501  houses  dealt  with  in  the  various  Orders 
includes492  houses  represented  as  unfit  and  9  houses  included  in 
Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  as  !*greyM  lands  for  re-development  purposes* 

The  original  five  year  plan  visualised  dealing  with  485  houses  in  the 
period ,  so  that  although  there  has  been  some  amendment  to  the  actual 
sites  of  the  Clearance  Areas,  mainly  due  to  lack  of  building  in  certain 
areas  of  the  town5  the  total  number  of  houses  represented  by  the  Department 
has  worked  out  as  planned 0  Good  progress  was  made  during  the  year  in  the 
rehousing  of  persons  from  the  unfit  houses*  Apart  from  the  six  occupied 
houses  in  the  Booth  Compulsory  Purchase  Order,  where  the  tenants  are 
awaiting  erection  of  single  person  dwellings  in  their  district  and  which 
was  commenced  in  I960*  all  rehousing  was  completed  from  Clearance  Areas 
confirmed  by  the  end  of  1959  whilst  re-housing  took  place  from  39  houses 
out  of  the  51  houses  confirmed  in  1  960* 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  672  applicants  for  Council  houses, 
of  which  305  were  included  in  the  first  priority  list  on  the  qualifying 
grounds  prescribed  by  the  Housing  Committee* 

Fourteen  cases  of  overcrowding  occurring  in  Council  houses  were 
relieved  during  the  year. 

The  house  building  programme  has  been  integrated  with  the  proposed 
clearance  programme,  to  make  provision  for  the  rehousing  of  the  displaced 
families  in  the  vicinity  of  their  present  locality  so  far  as  practical  0 
Schemes  for  the  erection  of  114  houses  were  in  hand  and  a  further  49 
houses  were  contemplated  at  the  end  of  the  year*

MILK  SUPPLY 

The  supervision  of  milk  production  on  farms  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food*  Local  authorities

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  no  tuberculous  milks  were  found,  a 
far  more  satisfactory  state  than  applied  a  few  years  ago.  As  reported 
last  year,  Rawtenstall  is  now  in  a  "specified  area"  and  only  the  sale  ©f 
designated  milks  is  permitted  i.  e.  Pasteurised,  Sterilised  and  Tuberculin 
Tested. 


The  bacteriological  examinations  of  heat  treated  milk  samples 
indicated  that  the  milks  had  been  satisfactorily  processed  and  no  adverse 
reports  were  given.  So  far  as  the  tuberculin  tested  milk  samples  are 
concerned,  in  addition  to  the  biological  test  being  carried  out  to 
ascertain  their  freedom  or  otherwise  from  the  tubercle  bacillus  they  are 
subject  to  the  methylene  blue  test  which  gives  an  indication  of  the 
keeping  quality  of  the  milk.  Six  out  of  the  forty- five  samples  submitted 
fail esd  t©  pass  the  test.  All  unsatisfactory  samples  are  reported  on  to 
the  Milk  Production  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food. 

MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 

The  carcases  and  organs  of  all  animals  slaughtered  in  the  four 
private  slaughterhouses  were  inspected  prior  to  release  for  human 
consumption.  In  order  to  maintain  this  system  of  inspection,  work 
outside  normal  working  hours,  including  Sundays,  was  necessitated.  There 
was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  during  the  year® 

All  meat  and  offal  is,  immediately  after  condemnation,  collected  by 
the  Department,  stained  with  green  dye  and  later  sold  for  manufacture  into 
feeding  meals  and  fertilisers.  The  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the  meat 
are  credited  to  the  butcher  suffering  loss  whilst  income  from  the  sale  of 
offal  defrays  the  Corporation9  s  handling  charges.  This  system  has  worked 
satisfactorily  and  ensures  proper  control  and  satisfactory  disposal  of 
diseased  meat  and  offals. 

Under  the  Tuberculosis  (Area  Eradication)  Order,  1950,  as  from  the 
1st  March,  I960,  the  compulsory  eradication  of  cattle  tuberculosis  was 
undertaken  by  the  Veterinary  Staff  of  the  Animal  Health  Branch  of  the 
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Ministry  of  Agriculture^  Fisheries  and  Food  in  all  outstanding  herds  or 
collections  of  non-at tested  cattle.  The  effect  of  this  and  the  voluntary 
testing  scheme  -which  has  operated  for  the  past  two  years  has  made  a 
spectacular  reduction  in  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  cattle.  This 
is  particularly  noticeable  when  comparing  the  post  mortem  meat  inspection 
returns  for  the  past  few  years.  The  meat  inspection  records  for  1955? 
the  first  complete  year  following  the  decontrol  of  meat  supplies^ 
revealed  that  49%  of  cows  and  29%  of  cattle  other  than  cows  were  found 
to  be  affected  with  tuberculosis  in  varying  degrees,  which  necessitated 
the  condemnation  of  7201  lbs.  of  meat  and  5437  lbs.  of  offal.  In  I960 
only  2j%  of  cows  and  2%  of  cattle  other  than  cows  were  found  to  be 
affected;  the  condemnation  figures  for  tuberculosis  being  555  lbs,  of 
meat  and  593  lbs.  of  offal.  This  is  highly  satisfactory  progress  and 
before  long  the  tuberculous  lesion  will  become  something  of  a  novelty. 

The  Department  co-operated  with  the  Ministry  in  reporting  to  them  any 
case  where  lesions  of  tuberculosis  were  found  during  routine  inspections 
in  order  that  an  attempt  may  be  made  to  trace  the  source  of  the  disease.
